PARIS, May 17, 10.35 p. m.—The official communication issued t 
by the French war office tonight announces the capture by the 
British troops of several additional German trenches to the north of

prisoners and in an attack at the Ailly wood carried several German 
works and captured 250 prisoners.

The vity is to be congratulated on 
having as pure a water supply. 
The case of smallpox (Mrs. MclSwan) 
quarantined on April Ist. Strict 
precuations were taken to prevent 
spread. No new cases except in 
two of the children. All were vac- 
cinated immediately, but vaccination 
was successful in only two of the 
children, these did not — con- 
tract the disease. Removed the fam- 
ily to the isolation hospital to per- 
mit of thorough disinfection. Be- 
lieve everything has becn effectual 
and satisfactory. 

One case of diphtheria (Mrs. Wis- 
hart), Ist Street S.i., quarantined 
on April 5th.

The samples from. the wells, which 
specimens were numbered 1.7 and 
B12 for bacteriological examina- 
tion, have been analysed. 

We found in B.7 only 30 Bacteria 
to 1 C.C. and in B.12 about. 20 Bac- 
teria to 1C.C. There is no evidence 
of Colon Bacillus which can be inter- 
preted as the absence of animal or 
human contamination.

On Sgt. Ritson the Mdmonton Bul- 
letin makes the folowing comment : 
Sergt. I*rederick W. Ritson, Fitth 
Battalion, officially reported wound- 
ed May Sth, had been for two years 
in the 35th Central Alberta ‘Horse, 
but when war broke out was in the 
Peace River district. Upon reaching 
Kdmonton he heard his own company 
had left Red Deer, so he enlisted in 
the 101st Fusiliers and went with 
them to Valcartier, where he was 
transferred to his own cumpany. He 
was 21 yeans of age in April, and fs 
the younger son of Wilson Ritson, 
Brooksley, Altg., and the only 
brother of C. W. Ritson, B.Se.,. Uni- 
versity of Alberta.

On Saturday next the vote on four 
money by-laws will ‘take plave, and 
all four by-laws should receive the 
full support of the ratepayers, and 
we hope the citizens will keep the 
vote in mind and turn out early.

A. by-law to raise the sum of 
$1,400, being a sum caused by a 
shortage in the sale of debentures, 
which either has to be paid by the 
citizens now or extended over a 
period of years. The by-law to 
extend payment over twenty years. 

A by-law to provide for the rais- 
ing, by the issue of debentures, of 
the sum of $2,000 for exhibition 
grounds, which should be passed. 

A by-law to provide for the rais- 
ing, by the issue of debentures of 
the sum of $1,000 for water works 
construction, $777 of which has al 
ready been expended for material for 
waterworks, and $222 is required for 
waterworks repairs.

That was cale ulated from 
figures taken from the United Stat- 
es, especially California, Indiana and 
Kansas. In California a comparison 
between twelve wet and twelve dry 
towns of about the same size showed 
that the average tax rate im the 
twelve dry towns was 1.07 per hun 
dred dollars, while the average tax 
rate in the twelve wet towns was 
1.56. These figures show that the 
average tax rate in the wet towns is 
49 cents per hundred dollars higher 
than in the dry towns. 

In Indiana statistics gathered by 
Isx-Governor Hanley showed that of 
six licensed cities with an approxi- 
mate estimate of 100,000,000 dolars 
the average city tax rate was $1.85 
on the hundred dollars worth of pro- 
perty. In the six prohibition cities 
with about the same assessment the 
tax rate was .90 cents. on the hun- 
dred dollars worth of property. 
These figures show that the tax rate 
in the wet. cities is about double that 
of the dry cities of about the same 
size. [Kansas City saved $50,000 on 
two items, Police and Criminal Jus- 
tice, the very first year. 

But let us take as an example of 
what might be done right at home 
in our fajr city of Hamilton, not one

MARITIME PROSPERITY 


What “Made-in-Canada” Has Done In 
the Far East in Promoting 
Better Business 


One of the most energetic Boards 


of Trade in Canada is that in St. Joha, 
New Brunswick. This organization 
has recently been very active in the 
“Made-in-Canada” campaign, especially 
emphasizing the desirabil ty of people 
who live in the Maritime Province: 
buying the products made in the 
provinces by the sea. 

After several months publicity cam- 
Paigning tae St. John Board of Trade 
recently sent out a circular, askiog 
the following qrestions: 


Evidence of Improvement 


“Do you find evidence of improve- 
ment in the business situation?” 

“Is the ‘Made-in-Canada’ movement 
having a beneficial effect?” 

A wholesale grocery firm, which is 
also engaged in spice manufacturing, 
replied in the following terms: 

“There are quite decided evidences 
of improvement in business in the 
steadying nature of the markets. The 
‘Made-in-Canuda movement is certain- 
ly having a beneficial etfect. We find 
that manufacturers, brokers, jobbers 
and retailers are all emphasizing it 
quite strongly.” 

A wholesale shoe firm reported: 
“Business is about as usual; in fact 
our shipments were considerably 
ahead of ebruary last year. Our 
retail department shows a slight in- 
crease also, therefore, as far as our 
business is concerned, we feel that 
it is about normal.” 

Business From Canada 

A leading firm of brush manufac. 
turers replied most encouragingly: 

“Business so far as we are con- 
cerned has decidedly improved in th2 
last six or eight weeks; so much so 
in fact that we are now busier than 
we have been since this time two 
years ago, and we have been forced 
to run overtime in some sections in 
our endeavor to catch up with our 
orders. This improvement is only to 
@ very slight extent due to busines: 
arising from the war; it come: mainly 
from east of Winnipeg. We have nc 
way of tracing the direct results of 
the ‘Madein-Canada’ campaign, but 
from our general observations have 
no doubt that this has been an in. 
fluential factor in stimulating trade.’

REMEMBER THE MAINE. 


The sinking of the Lusitania by 
German submarine, consigning hun- 
dreds of American citizens to a 
watery grave with a moment's warn- 
ing, has brought to mind the sink- 
ing of the American warship Maine, 
which was the cause of the war be- 
tween the United States and Spain. 
At that time President McKinley was 
not in favor of war, but the people 
of the United States denvanded it, 


and he had to submit. President 
Wilson, who has expressed himself 
in a somewhat similar manner, may 
be swept alone by popular 
which has been aroused to a 
pitch by the atrocities of the 
mans. The Kaiser has expressed 
regrets that American citizens were 
among the victims of the submarine 
attack that destroyed the Lusitania, 
but at the same time Germans de- 
clare they were perfectly within 
their rights in sinking the vessel, 
and further state they will repeats 
the act. If they do, without doubt 
there will be war between Germany 
and the United States. 

That the feeling of our neighbors 
has been roused to a high pitch by 
this fiendish crime is very manifest 
from the tone of newspaper comment 
throughout the country. The temper 
of the American people has been sore- 
ly tried by Germany many times 
since the beginning of the war, but 
it has been kept under control. In 
no part of the world did the out- 
rage upon Belgium’s neutrality pro- 
duce a greater shock than it did all 
over the United States. In her con- 
duct of the war Germany has dono 
many things to exasperate and in- 
flame neutral nations. Every kind of 
barbarity that could be comaritted 
by a savage belligerent upon non- 
combatants Germany has again and 
again committed without the smal- 
lest excuse or the least military 
benefit. The United States was well 
entitled to the reputation it had of 
being the large-hearted and powerful 
friend of the oppressed and afflicted 
in all lands. In some ways it has 
lived up to that reputation .since the 
beginning of the war, and in some 
way it hag greatly declined. there- 
from.

law of which Gennany has been guil- 
ty. The mining of courses of navi- 
gation in the open sea, the shelling 
of non-combatant populations in un- 
defended towns, the torpedoing of 
merchant vessels, the killing of pas 
sengers, the simkjng of American car- 
goes and manifold other acts of law- 
lessness on the part of the enemy 
failed to move the United States to 
fiery protest. It is true the declara- 
tion of Germany's paper blockade did 
move the Washington Government to 
something like language of warning. 
But that did not prevent Germany 
from acts in contempt of the United 
States’ national spirit. The notes 
that were handed by Count  Bern- 
storff to Secretary Bryan might, well 
have provoked hot replies. The in- 
triguing of Bernstorfl, Dernburg, and 
their corps of agitators, their open 
incitement to unneutral acts on the 
part of individuals in the United 
States, their fomenting of domestic 
disorder, ‘their meddling in the inter- 
nal politics of the United States, 
have been suffered with a patience 
that astounds everyone who remem- 
bers the Sackville-West incident. It 
would seem as if the very effrontery 
of the Berlin Government and_ its 
United States agents, and as if the 
steadily rising scale of their Inso- 
lence, had cowed the spirit of the 
American nation. 

Tt can be said, at all events, that, 
while the hearts of our neighbors 
are in the right place, they have kept 
their heads. If they yet break off 
relations with Germany, kick Dern- 
burg out and give Bernstorff his 
passports, it will not be a case of 
plunging into war. It will be one of 
going jnto it with the utmost deliber- 
ation. 

But it appears as though the Ger- 
man nation desired to force the 
United States into war as this would 
help them jn many ways. First, it 
would stop the shipment of large 
quantities of arms and munitions of 
war to Great Britain and her 
alles, as they would be necessary for 
their own troops; and, secondly, it 
would give the Naiser a good excuse 
to end the war by throwing up_ his 
hands and declaring he could not de- 
feat the whole world, and save his 
face with his own people. 

The United States should remain 
neutral, as there should be one great 
power to refer to when the reckon- 
ing con.es, especially as Italy gives 
every indication of entering the war 
in the very near future.

Under the above heading, the Lon- 
don, England, Morning Post publish- 
ed, a short time ago, the following 
editorial. It proves beyond a doubt 
that Great Britain is coming to 
see that she must protect her gmat 
industries, or lose in the long run. 
It is well worth reading by al 
those who are crying out for free 
trade as a pamacea foe all our ills: 

Just as winter finds out the weak 
points in a man’s constitution, so 
war discovers the flaws ina nation’s 
policy. This war will have been in 
vain if England and the British Em- 
pire refuse to remedy the evils thus 
discovered ; but it will have been of 
great benefit if the Beitish people 
seriously and soberly set themselves 
to profit by the lessons and correct 
the evils thus exposed. And among 
the chief of these evils is that by a 
l.ng course of national indifference 
and individualism in industry and 
commerce certain vital interests have 
keen allowed to fall too much under 
alien and enemy influences. The 
Germans have been allowed to ex- 
ploit and take possession of whole 
trades which used to be British, and 
successive British Governments and 
Parliaments have looked upon the 
process with cold indifference. Wo 
have heard it said by men well en- 
titled to speak on such subjects that 
if Germany had possessed the pat- 
ience to wait for another ten years 
war would have been impossible for 
this country, so vitiated and weak- 
ened by international and German 
influences were many of our vital 
interests becoming. Germany, it is 
now clear, pursued peaceful penetra- 
tion as a conscious policy; and in 
finance, in the metal industry, in the 
Cotton Exchange, and in many other 
great departments of our commercial 
and industrial life, German interests 
were becoming supreme. The same 
thing has been going on in the Domr 
inions and in the United States: m- 
deed in America things have gone so 
far that candidates for Congress are 
being opencly canvassed at the pres- 
ent time not as good Americans but 
as good Germans! And while things 
have not gone so far as that in Great 
Britain, there is no doubt at all 
that the health and vig'our of the 
national life have been vitiated and 
weakened by these powerful German 
interests, which by influence and the 
use of money have obtained far too 
much yower in this country. 

Mr. Hughes, the Attorney-General 
in the Commbonwealtin Labour Gov- 
ernment, has done «a real service to 
the Empire by exposing the extent of 
this evil in) one very important 
sphere, the metal industry. His 
statement on the subject, asserts 
“that the (German) monopoly is for 
all practical purposes so complete as 
to exclude eflective competition ; that 
it covers the whole sphere of the in- 
dustry, limiting output, controlling 
the market, determining the channels 
of diseribution, and fixing output, 

The value of metals produced 
amnually in Australa was 15 mil- 
lions. The industry was, and is, con- 
trolled by German influence, so that 
the output, destination, and prices 
were matters wherein Australia had 
no share And Mr. 
Ifughes proceeds to particularise : 
“Ieverywhere agencies were establish- 
ed, which assumed the cloak of the 
nationality in which they found themr 
The prices of lead were fixed 
by a German agency, and lead could 
only be bought with its approval.

Ind by a German combine of three 
firms—Leer Sendheimer, the Metal- 
vesellschaft, and Aaron Hirsch and 
Sohn. British firms cannot obtain 
supplies for the purpose of making 
spelter, because Germans control the 
supplies and have contracts with the 
mines of this country until 1920. 
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Copper and tin are ‘controlled much 
in the same way.’’ It may bessaill 
that this control ends with tho war; 
but the letter from Messrs. Harland 
and Co., which we published yester- 
day, serves to explain how in one 
branch at least the war leaves our 
British nyanufacturers.umable to take 
advantage cf the situation. Some 
years ago a group of German finan- 
ciers made g, contract with certain 
large Australian mines to take their 
“residues,’’ refractory ores contain- 
ing zine, lead, silver and sulphur. 
From the ores so secured 100,000 
tons of spelter, worth £20 per ton 
at the present time, were produced 
annually. Owing to the war these 
ores are now being stored at Eng- 
lish ports, and might be smelted 
by British manufacturers. But un- 
fortunately the contract: under which 
the ores are bought do not elapse 
until 1920. Our Law Courts hold, 
no doubt Justly, that a war dovs not 
determine but only suspends such a 
contract, so that no British manu- 
facturer can proceed in the — enter- 
prise. Here, surely, is a case in 
which Parliament might interfere 
and so arrange matters by statute 
that the liabilit,es would be defined 
and terminated, and the industry 
could be taken over lerally, What we 
propose is not confiscation, but ter- 
mination: that is to say, the Brit- 
ish Parliament decides that the con- 
tract is now against the public in- 
terest, and must therefore come to 
an end, the liybilities being met 
upon both sides (after the war) up 
to the date when the contract is 
terminated. 

Sir George Reid has submitted 
certain proposals to the British Gov- 
ernment upon this question, and we 
hope that the co-operation of the 
two Governments, anil, if need be, 
the two Parliaments, will result in 
something effective being done in the 
matter. The British Government 
have been forcad by the necessities of 
war to abandon the lwissez—faire at- 
titude in certain important respects. 
Notably in the sugar trade it has 
adopted a policy not merely of pro- 
tection, but of prohibition—some- 
thing far mone drastic than the most 
stalwart Protectionist ever proposed. 
We may take it, then, that there is 
no longer any theoretical objection 
to considering a case of this sort 
strictly upon its merits as it affects 
the welfare df the Mmpire. Moreover, 
Australia has so far interfered with 
the course of trade as to lay it down 
that, Australian food ‘supplies are 
not to be diverted from the British 
market until British needs are satis- 
fied. If the British Government de- 
sires to respond to this great act of 
brotherhood, and to confer a very 
great boon upon Australia, let it 
take up this matter of Australian 
metals and secure that these resi- 
dues may be smelted in British 
works, so that the Australian miners 
may be kept going. And we would 
also draw the attention of the Brit- 
ish Labour Party to this question. 
It is the Labour Government in Aus- 
tralia which is proposing it, and it 
is in the interests of the British as 
well as of the Australian working 
man. We are constantly being told— 
with a great deal of reason—that the 
Member of Parliament is not earning 
his £400 a year at the present timp. 
If Parliament were by wise legisla- 
tion to secure this valuable industry 
for this country, then those who say 
that our politicians are not carning 
their salaries could be confronted 
with a very effective argument. And 
not only in this industry, but 
throughout the whole svhere of our 
financial, industriaf, and commercial 
life our politicians ought to have a 
stocktaking. And they should set be- 
fore themselves this definite ainv of 
creating a real national poly by 
which the Old Country and the Dom- 
inions should mutually benefit and 
under which this evil process of the 
alienisation of our interests and 
dustries would be checked and 
reversed.

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French Continue Their 
» Advance North of Arras 
Another French Army Claims to Have Taken Possession 


of Forest of Le Pretre—British Holding Back Big 
Forces of Enemy in Attempts to 


Reach 


LONDON, May 14th—The French, 
who already have gained possession 
of what was thought to be impreg- 
nable German positions to the north 
of Arras, are reported to be continu- 
ing their victorious advance, whil2 
the British are asserted to be hold- 
ing a large force of Germans in their 
front and repulsing all German — at- 
tempts to reach Ypres, which fias 
proved the graveyard of many 
thousands of men since the opposing 
lines were established there last 
autumn, 

The Germans claim to have made a 
slight advance, but with the battle 
ebbing and flowing this is not con- 
sidered serious in military circles 
here. Along toward the cogst the 
Bélgian army has nepulsed an_ at- 
tempt of the Germans to regain the 
bridge head which the forees of 
King Albert established on the right 
bank of the Yser canal, while down 
mn the Woevre another French army 
is pushing its offensive and claimsi to 
have gained possession of the whole 
of the forest of Le Prmtre, which 
would be a step nearer in the allies’ 


aim to force the Germans to evacu- 
ate St. Mihiel. 

‘The Austro-Germans, after their 
lightning-like rwsh through Western 
Galicia, have now reaehed a line run- 
ning due north and south to the west 
of Przemysl, while the other armies, 
emerging from the Carpathians, aro 
pressing the Russian flank. Even up 
in Poland it is asserted that the vie- 
tory of the Teutonic allies in the 
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Ypres 


south has had the effect of forcing 


the Russians to fall back. 
Petrograd, however, continues to 
take the situation calmly, and al- 
though admitting- that the Russian

DAINTY SANDWICHES 


HOW TO MAKE THEM| 


Delicate Fillings Nowadays Replace 
the Slab of Meat Used by the 
Titled. Inventor 


It was the fourth Earl of Sandwich 
who, some hundred and fifty years 
ago, ate the first sandwich, und though 
that gaming earl has long since shuf- 
fled his last deck of cards and taken 
his last trick, the ingenious article of 
diet which he invented has been in 
favor—increasingly so, in fact—ever 
since, John Montagu, that was the 
earl’s baptismal name, was an inde- 
fatigable card player. He played in 
the morning and he played in the af- 
ternoon, and he played in the evening, 
and then half through the night, and 
though he had a very good appetite 
he used to become so attached to his 
game that ue actually refused to stop 
to eat. So he ordered his servants 
to bring his meals to him and in or- 
der not to have. to stop long enough 
to eat his meat and break his bread 
he had slices of bread, with thick 
slices of ham placed between them, 
which could be easily consumed be- 
tween plays. 

So sponsored by an earl, the sand- 
wich came into favor in England and 
Was speedily adopted as a convenient 
and tempting form in which to serve 
bread and meat at any time when the 
guests were not to be seated at the 
table. For refreshments at the card 
table, for receptions, for buffet break- 
fasts, for garden parties and for even- 
ing collations the sandwich came at 
once into prominence. : 


More Dainty Now 


But what an evolution from the 

earl’s coarse slices of bread and ham 
to the dainty layers of bread that we 
have nowadays, cut and rolled and 
tied into clever shape and put to- 
gether with filling that taxes the 
ingenuity of the cleverest chefs! 
Although a sandwich is known by 
its filling, still the first thing tg do 
in making a good sandwich is to make 
sure of satisfactory bread. Sandwich 
bread can be bought at almost all 
caterers or bakers. The task of cut- 
ting it can be easily accomplished if 
the bread knife, made very sharp, is 
heated before using. In cutting the 
bread it is also a good idea to butter 
each slice of bread on the loaf before 
cutting it. The butter should be sof- 
tened, but under no circumstances 
allowed to become rea!ly hot. 
As the slices are taken from the 
loaf care should be taken to keep ad- 
joining slices in pairs so that after 
the filling is added the slices can be 
fitted exactly together again. Usually 
tke butter is spread on one slice and 
the filling on the other. 


Some Savory Fillings 


Among the most appetizing sand- 
wich fillings are the imported fish 
yastes. These pastes spread spaciug- 
. on the bread with a little shredded 
lettuce produce a delightful result. 
Among other fillings that are al- 
ways acceptable, though exceedingly 
usual, are those made from combina- 
tions of cream cheese. Cream cheese 
and green peppers, cream cheese and 
pimentos, cream cheese: and olives, 
cream cheese and celery, and a dozen 
other tasteful, combinations of cream 
cheese. 

Among newer sandwich combina- 
tions are the following: 

Minced celery and mayonnaise 
dressing, with one slice of white 
bread and one slice of brown bread. 
Apple sauce, with lemon juice and 
grated lemon peel and whipped cream. 
These ingredients should be mixed 
thoroughly and spread on thin slices 
of whole wheat bread. 

Dry broiled bacon and cooked 
chicken liver put through the meat 
chopper and mixed with mayonnaise 
dressikg. 

Minced celery, canned salmon and 
mayonnaise with shredded lettuce. 

Raisins chopped and mixed with 
mayonnaise dressing, with or without 
the addition of chopped nuts. 

For a heartier sandwich, chopped 
chicken livers with bacon and mayon- 
naise dressing and sliced tomatoes. 

In making all dainty sandwiches the 
bread crust should be cut off after 
the slices of bread have been placed 
together. Then the sandwiches 
should be cut into dainty shapes. 
Triangles made by cutting a slice of 
bread diagonally into four pieces are 
easy to make. Narrow oblongs can be 
made by cutting the slice into length- 
wise strips. With the use of fancy- 
shaped tin cutters more interesting 
effects can be gained.

Steam Boilers and Electric Cures 
For Many Diseases 


The future uses of electricity that 
will benefit humanity most will be 
through its medical application. 

A new source-of elecirical supply 
will be direct from coal without need 
for steam ovoilers. 

These are predictions of Thos. A. 
Edison, whose inventive genius ts 
responsible for the widespread appll- 
cation of electricity. ; 

“Electricity has been the principal 
factor. in the enormous: progress of 
civilization in the last 35 years,” 
Edison said. “But greater and more 
wonderful uses of it are held by the 
future. It must be possible to gener-

ate electricity direct from coal,” he 
said. “When that is accomplished 
we will record a new epoch. We aro 
working on it now.” 

“Considerable is being done to re- 
veal the medical functions of elec- 
tricity,” he continued, “but its posst- 
bilities in this direction are practically 
unknown. 

“This research work must be done 
secretly, as the thousands of quacks 
now applying electricity to humans 
for all sorts of ills seize on every 
advance announcement from scientists 
to advertize ‘heir claims. 

“Till we krow more about our 
bodies it will be difficult to tell what 
can be done with electricity as a 
medical aid. I once asked Du Bois 
Reymond, psychologist, what makes 
my finger move. It isn't heat, light, 
electricity, magnetism. What is it? 
Reymond had studied it 30 years, but 
he couldn’t answer me.” 

Edison now sleeps about five and a 
half hours a night. For years he only 
slept four. His daily diet does not 
exceed a pound and a half of food. 
He smokes cigars and chews tobacco, 
but bans cigarettes. 

He reads regularly 718 scientific 
and trade periodicals and keeps in 
intimate touch with every form of 
human activity, including baseball, 
golf and the stage. 

“I read four lines at once,” he said. 
“They should teach that kind of read- 
Ing in the public schools.”

British Public Would Fasten 


Blame For German Outrages 


London, May 14.—The riots which 
occurred earlier in the week have 
given place to condemnation by pub- 
lice men of the German emperor and 
his advisers, who are charged with 
the responsibility for the actions 
which have aroused public anger. 
The demand is made that the British 
government publicly proclainy the 
pensonal responsibility of members of 
the German government for ‘‘the 
outrages perpetrated by German offi- 
cers ot their agents during the pres- 
ent war.’’ A resolution in this sense 
was moved at a public meeting in 
Chelsea tonight by Lord Charles 
Beresford, and was seconded by Lord 
Robert Cecil. It was unanimously 
passed. 

Lord Beresford urged that all Ger- 
man property in tho British Dmpire 
be confiscated, and that all rich Ger- 
mans, whether naturalized or not, be 
interned until British prisoners in 
Germany are treated as honorable 
prisoners of war. Lord Cecil said he 
had been told that Emperor William 
did not approve of what had been 
done, but the speaker declared that 
if the German emperor disapproved 
and allowed these things to go on he 
was ten times more guilty and must 
be punished ; ths must be one con- 
dition of any peace, 

Lewis Harcourt, British secretary 
of state for the colonies, speaking at 
a meeting on the waterfront, to- 
night, said that Germany “stood at 
the bar of the world a naked and 
unashamed — monster, simulating 
humanity, but in fact q reversion to 
pre-historic barbarism.”

After Months of Hard

Paris, May 15.—In a report issued 
this afternoon, the French war office 
cnnounces the capture of the villages 
of Carency and Albain St. Nazaire, 
as well as 2,000 prisoners and much 
war material. The victory is charac 
terized gs one of the finest successes 
made by the French troops. 

The supplementary report follows : 

“The Village of Carency has been 
taken, with the capture of nearly. 
2,000 prisoners and much war ma- 
terial, and our troops have made 
progress to the north of the village 
as well as installing themselves in 
the Village of Albgin St. Nazaire. 
This proves to be one of the finest 
victories achieved by our troops in 
the course of recent. operations. 

“Carency is situated in g depres- 
sion within the slopes of the hills 
which extend to a common point, at 
which are situated five great groups 
of houses radiating north, west, 
south and east. 

“Several attempts have been. mada 
since the autumn to retake Carency. 
An attack was made on Decemben 
1S, but mitrailleuses checked the as- 
sault. On December 27 another at- 
tack was begun and succeeded in pro- 
jecting our lines once more close to; 
those of the enemy, but again mit- 
raileuse fire stopped our further pro- 
gress. 

“From that time on, throughout 
the winter, the fighting took the 
form of attacks and mine warfare. 
Our trenches and earthworks became 
filled with water, in which the 
troops stood guard up to their 
Waists, nevertheless, they held thein 
own against the enemy, digging 
themselves. shelters. 

“At last Carency became the centré 
of a veritable chaos and mine ané 
artillery fire. In the course of tho 
battle for its possession, additional 
impromptu defences were thrown up 


by both sides and these were slowly, 
and patiently improved. The situ- 


ation became such that it manifestly, 
could not be prolonged.

BRVGE: PROVES 
FOE’ ATROCITIES 


Special Committee of Inquiry 
Reports on Horrors in 
Belgium 


London, May 13.—Viscount Bryce, 
former British ambassador at, Wash- 
ington, and now chairman of a spec- 
ial government committee appointed 
to investigate and report on ‘‘out- 
rages alleged to have been commit- 
ted by German troops during the 
present war,’’ has submitted the re- 
port of the committee to Premier 
Asquith. The document is considered 
as probably the most severe arraign- 
acent thus far made of the German 
military sweep~ across Belgium, 
nvvinly because of the position of 
Viscount Bryce as a historian, and 
also because of the care with which 
{!e investigation was made, the 
great number of witnesses examined, 
ard the mass of evidence submitted. 

Associated with Lord Bryce were 
Sir Frederick Pollock, Sir Edward 
Clarke, Sir Alfred Hopkinson, H. A. 
L. Fisher, Harold Cox and Kenelm 
i. Digby. The most important, find- 
ings are summed up at the close of 
the report. It is proved: 

First—That there were in many 
parts of Belgium deliberate and sys- 
tematically-organized massacres of 
the population, accompanied by many 
isolated murders and-other outrages. 


ATROCITIES PROVED. 


Second—That in the conduct of the 
war, generally,. innocent civilians, 
both men and women, were murder- 
ed in large numbers, women violated 
and children murdered. 

Third—That, looting, house burn- 
ing, and the wanton destruction of 
property were ordered and counten- 
anced by the officers of the German 
army, that elaborate provision had 
been made for systematic incendtar- 
ism at the very outbreak of the war 
and that the burning and destruction 
were frequently where no military 
‘necessity could be alleged, being in- 
ideed part of a scheme of general 
terrorization. 

Fourth—That the rules and usages 
of war were frequently broken, par- 
ticularly by the using of the civil- 
ians, including women and children, 
as a‘ shield for the advancing forces 
| exposed to fire, to a less degree by 
killing the wounded and prisoners 
and in the frequent absence of the 
Red Cross and the white flag.

LIFE IS. MISERABLE 
(ON THE SUBMARINES 


Commander of German Pirate Craft 
Tella of His Crulses—Foul At- 
mosphere Overpowering: 


Commander Claus Hansen, of the 
U-16,. graphically desoribed, in an in- 
terview given at Kiel to ao neutral 
correspondent, how the German sub- 
(Marines carry out the “blockade” of 
Pngland. 

Commander Hansen explained that 
each submarine has a definite area 
ito cover. He was assigned to the 
‘Channel, and told of the sinking of 


‘several vessels. 


“The weather was so thick that I 
couldn’t see far. I was compelled to 
submerge for hours. I came -up in 
the vicinity of a small Engligh ship, 
‘and ordered its crew to take to the 
‘boats. I then torpedoed her. As a 
(number of French destroyers gave 
‘chase, I escaped by going down. The 
same evening opposite Havre I stop- 
ped the Dulwich, and gave ten min- 
jutes to the crew to get off in the 
aed Our torpedo tore a hole under 
the smokestack. 

“Next day we came up in front of 
ps the Pre to have a look round, just 


8 the French steamer, Ville de Lills, 

as coming out of harbor. Evidently 
believing that/it was a French sub- 
marine which;/had suddenly come out 
of the water/the steamer ran up the 
French flag, but then started to flee 
regardless of our signals. 

“I saw two women and two children 
on the deck, and, did not torpedo her 
with women and children aboard, so 
I gave chase. The Ville de Lille 
finally stopped, and twenty-four men, 
women and children clambered' with 
alacrity into the boats. 


Overpowering Sleepine8s ~- 
‘I sent four men aboard, placed 


bombs in the bottom, and sank the. 


steamer. They found a little terrier 
which had been abandoned. It fought 
the men with its teeth, but was cap- 
tured and brought along, and ever 
ance, it has been the mascot of the 
.. Two days later he torpedoed the 
French Dinorah off Dieppe, which, he 
said, was loaded with horses and 
artillery. 

Describing the life of the submarines 
in the present “blockade” of England, 
he went on: “It is fearfully trying on 
the nerves. Running undersea there 
is a deathlike silence in the boat, the 
electrié machinery is noiseless, and 
the water is a good sound medium, 
s0 that it is not unusual to hear the 
propelfer of a ship passing over or 
near us. 

“We steer entirely by chart and 
compass. -.As the air heats, it gets 
poor and, mixed with odors of oil from 
machinery, the atmosphere becomes 
fearful. An overpowering sleepiness 
often attacks new men, who require 
the utmost will power to remain 
awake. I have had men who did not 
eat for the first three days out be- 
cause they did not want to lose that 
time from sleep. 

“The stories that there is no sea- 
sickness on submarines are untrue. 
When there {s bad weather or we are 
in proximity to the enemy, we remain 
down long, so that the air is usually 
bad, every man except those actually 
on duty is ordered to lie down and 
remain absolutely quiet, making no 
unnecessary movements, as move- 
ments cause the lungs to use more 
oxygen, and the oxygen must be 
saved just as a famishing man in a 
desert tries to make the last drop of 
water go as far as possible. 

Only Obeying Orders 


“As there can be no fire because 
fire burns oxygen,-.and the electric 
power from the accumulators is too 
precious to be wasted in cooking, we 
one to dine on cold food when cruis- 
ng. . 

“When the crew is worn out we 
seek a gocd sleep and rest under 
water, the boat often rocking gently, 
with a movement Jike that of a cradle. 
Before ascending I always order 
silence for several minutes, to de 
termine whether one can hear any 
propellers in the vicinity through the 
shell-like sides of the submarine, 
which acts like a sounding board.” 

Asked what was the greatest danger 
to submarines, he answered, “Just 


one—there is always danger of water 
getting in. Water is our worst 
enemy.” 


“What about the secret rendezvous 
that the U boats are supposed to have 
somewhere on the coast of England?” 
Commander Hansen laughed: “Let the 
English think so. The more their 
torpedoers keep hunting for that 
secret rendezvous the less we have 
to dodge.” 

Discussing the reports that the 
English intend to treat the captured 
U boats’ crews and officers not ag 
prisoners of war, Hansen said: “I can 
hardly credit that. The English are 
too chivalrous. They know that we 
but obey orders. Anyway, it wouldn’t 
alter anything. Even if they hung 
those they captured we shall do our 
duty.” 


Gold and Silver Cannon 


The Gaekwar of Baroda has a bat- 
tery of artillery consisting of gold 
and silver guns. There are four guns, 
two of gold and two of silver. The 
gold guns were made in 1874 by an 
artisan of Lakha, who worked on them 
for five years. They weigh 400 
pounds each, and except for the steel 
Mning are of solid gold. They are 
mounted on gun-carriages of carved 
wood, overlaid with silver. In 1876, 
when the Gaekwar went to Bombay 
to mect the Prince of Wales, he took 
the gold guns with him to salute the 
Prince, and that was the only occa- 
sion on which they have been al- 
lowed to leave the State of Baroda.
